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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Amendment 
The preliminary amendment filed 16 January 2004 has been entered. An office action in 
response follows. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed 15 January 2004 has been placed in the 
application file, and the information referred to therein have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 21-22, 25, 28-29, 32, 35-36, and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kreuzer et al (4,335,313). 

As to claims 21, 28, and 35, Kreuzer provides a method and apparatus for aligning an 
opaque mask with an integrated circuit wafer, comprising: 

means (64) for directing light (col. 4, lines 55-63); 

means for damping (col. 12, lines 27-34) the wafer, the damping means including at least 
one element mounted in relatively close proximity to the wafer, the damping means and the 
wafer being spaced apart by a gap free of components; and 

means (84) for receiving reflected light. 
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As to claims 22, 29, and 36, Kreuzer discloses everything claimed, as applied above, in 
addition a positioning arrangement (12) to fixedly maintain the wafer and a repositioning 
arrangement (60, col. 4, lines 65-68) are provided. 

As to claims 25, 32, and 39, Kreuzer discloses everything claimed, as applied above, in 
addition the repositioning arrangement compromises translating means for translating the wafer 
(col. 12, line 65-col. 13, line 20). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-24, 26-27, 30-31, 33-34, 37-38, and 40-41 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious stitching 
device to stitch multiple semiconductor wafer representations together (claims 23, 30, and 37), a 
damping bar (claims 24, 31, and 38), a three point kinematic mount (claim 27, 34 and 41), in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims.
